On Canada Tour 

To Give Students 
Tiiree Year Course 
In America, England* 



India has adopted a new five year 
plan for rapid educational advance- 
ment including the sending of 230 
students a year to North American 
universities, said members of an 
Indian scientific mission here yes- 
terday. The visitors, accompancd 
by representatives of the British 
Supply and Scientific Mission, con- 
ferred with research men at the 
University. 
Modern hIgK-pressure methods are 
planned, they said, to bring India 
up to date in the world of science 
and learning. During each of the 
next five years, SOO students will 
be. sent to universities abroad, half 
to Great Britain ; and ^haltvto. North 
America. The course orstudies will 
extent to three years for each stu- 
dent. This scheme will be supple- 
mented by increased use of India's 
own educational facilities. 

Dean J. J. CNeill of the Engin- 
eering faculty greeted, the party in 
the absence of Dr. T., Cyril' James. 
They visited the Chemistry Build- 
ing, the Physics Building, the Pulp 
and Paper Institute, the libraries, 
and other parts of the campus. The 
visitors -\t-ere guests -at- a lunch at 
the Faculty Club, presided over by 
Dean Thomson.

The exhibition of woodcuts, lino 
cuts, lithographs and other prints 
which were brought to McGill Uni- 
versity by the Women's Union, and 
arc now on view for the general 
public in the R.V.C. Common Room 
will return to England after the Mc- 
Gill display, having completed a' 
tour across Canada. 

The exhibition, which consists of 
a collection of modem colour 
prints by British and European art- 
ists, was gathered by the Rcdfcrn 
Gallery of London, England, and 
was brought to this country by the 
National Gallery of Canada, which 
stated the following in a bulletin 
accompanying the display. "This 
collection which has recently come 
to us from England is mainly rep- 
resentative of what was being done 
in this field up to the outbreak, of 
this war. It shows that with new 
materials and new methods of 
printing at the disposal of the art- 



ists, there is today a still greater 
originality and diversity of style 
and matter In these gay and decor- 
ative prints." 

The favorable criticism and 
wide-spread interest which the ex- 
hibition has aroused across Canada 
has been almost unanimous. The 
variety of subjects covered have 
been treated in widely different 
manners, which range from mod- 
ern art through abstract represen- 
tation of the subject, to commeclal 
art.. The work of these various ar- 
tists is represented by portraits, 
city and country scenes, paintings 
of the sea, and many other subjects. 
Although lino cuts, a stencil mono- 
graph and other tyjxis of printing 
comprise part of the exhibition, 
lithographs and wood cuts greatly 
outnumber Ihem, and form the 
largest part of (he display.

' The World Youth Council has' ex- 
tended a call to the young men aiid 
women of the United Nations to 
prepare for a World Conference of 
Youth, to be held in London in the 
month of August, 1945. "This Coun- 
cil is "the result of a desire to de- 
fend freedom against tyranny, and 
to enable the younger generation 
to aid in the laying of the founda- 
tions of a peaceful world." 

This conference is to give en- 
couragement to continued effort in 
the assistance of our armed forces 
until the' unconditional, surrender 
of the eneniy. It lends itielf ^Iso to 
the discussion of the contribution 
which must be made by youth in 
banishing the terror of war from 
the world and the opening to all, 
all irrespective of race or creed, a 
secure and creative future." 

The Conference will discuss many 
topics such as: the security of fu- 
ture pca:e, the physical, material 
and spiritual recovery of the war 
veterans, and ' the abolishment of 
racial distinction.

National Housing 
Topic at Meet 
Of Architects 

Higgins to Address 
Conference Friday 
On Parliament Act 



The Architectural' Undergraduate 
Society will present a round table 
conference on the National Housing 
Act 1944 on Friday night, Jan. 26. 
in the ' Engineering Building, to 
open ^'th ah address by Professor 
Benjamin Higgins. 

Dr. Higgins, of the School of 
Commerce, and at present with the 
International Labour Office^ will 
introduce the subject, and Mr. M. 
Parlzeau, consultant architect to 
the planning department of the 
City of Montreal, will also take part 
In the conference. Prof. J. Bland, 
director of the School of Architec- 
ture, and Prof. Lassere, also of the 
School, will attend to present their 
views on the topic. 

The Conference will . primarily 
discuss and compare the recom- 
mendations of the Subcommittee 
on ' Housing and Town planning, 
which was submitted to the Domin- 
ion Government this summer, and 
the National Housing Act passed in 
Parliament last August. The report 
published by the Subcommittee 
contained many suggestions and 
recommendations which were only 
partially Included in the legislation 
enacted by both Houses. The Sub- 
committee on Housing and Town 
planning was one of the agencies 
set up under the Committee on Re- 
construction under the chairman- 
ship of Dr. F. Cyril James, Prin- 
cipal of McGill University. 

The present National Housing 
Act it was stated by the Society, 
provides for loans to be made to 
the builders of homes, to be made 
by the Dominion Government in 
cnjunction with approved landing 
Continued on Page.

Tonight al 8.30 the. campus gets its first loolc 
at the much-heralded Red Cross Concert of 
1945. This very successful series, now three 
years old, ha; consistently made one of the 
year's largest single contributions to the Stu- 
dent War Fund, and has a record for good 
entertainment which malces it a worthy suc- 
cessor to the famous Red and White Revue of 
pre-war days. 

Each year at this time, like Dickens at 
Christmas or the Declaration of Independence 
on July 4, the history of the Concert is rètold 
in detail from the earliest days of its concep- 
tion. Brièfly, it is this. The last Red and 
While Revue was produced in the spring ^of 
1940, and when the University reassembled tliat 
fall, the. decision was announced to suspend fïïe 
traditional student stage-show for the duration 
of the war. Attempts to revive it in that and 
the following year were unsuccessful, due mainly 
to the tremendous budget of the Red and White, 
which seemed undue extravagance under war- 
time circumstances. 

In the spring of 1943, however, the idea of 
an all-student musical variety show was hatched 
by a group including Victor Goldbloom, Jerry 
Wishart, Charlie and Michel Perrault, and 
Gordie Wrightr— all of whom had been original 
members of the. movement to revive the Revue 
—and the decision was made to offer it as a 
contribution to one of the prominent war chari- 
ties of the city on behalf of the studénls of 
îilcGill University. 

The first Red Cross Concert was produced 
in mid-Iklarch of that year, with Victor Gold- 
bloom as director; the stars were vocalists 
Bunny Harris and Shirley Culley, and the songs 
were originals by Jerry Wishart and Charlie 
Perrault, Bill RuSsell, and other campus ditty- 
ists. Two performances were given, with a total 
audience of more than six hiindred students 
an<) friends, and thè Red Cross^Soctety received 
a cheque for more than $350 as a result. 

The second edition, built firmly on the ex- 
periènco of the previous year, was . a smoother 
and a botter show, both musically and finan- 
cially. Shirley Culley, Dick Goldbloom, and 
the barber-shop quartet from the medical 
faculty were ohce again on the program, and 
the two performances were livened considerably 
by the addition of Ben Albert's piano arid^vocol 
talents and the comedy duo of Clark" Gillespie 
and Don Weir; and there was some very charm- 
ing singing by soprano Jean Brown for effective 
contrast. More than nine hundred 'attended, 
straining the capacity of Moyse Hall on both 
nights, and the net profits for the Réd Crosp 
were over 1100 more than in the previous year. 

This year, hampered as always by the war- 
time ch^ritjep régulations which restrict expenses 
to tweijty-five per cent, of total proceeds, the 
Red Cross Concert is ambitiously planning 
three full performances. There is a notabje 
standard to live up to, set by the 1944 ediUon, 
and a number of new hands on deck to carrj' 
the tradition forward. To say that student 
entertaipinènt deserves encouragement is to 
argue for an axiom— and surely the cause which 
these students represent has been perennially 
pràisèd ànd publicized in a manner which cortjes 
near to doing justice to its merits. The slogan 
adopted for this year's concert is "Support a 
worthy cause— see a first-class show." It seems 
hardly nècessary to announce our endorsement.

Writer Explains Fundamentals of Cage Sport 
In Outli ning Differentjasketball Formations 



Close to 100,000,000 enthusiastic 
fans will watch basketball games 
again this winter, proving that the 
court sport. is America's leading 
pastime. It is safe to assume that 
a great majority of these spectators 
know little about the ftacr points 
of the game. As a rule, the speed 
and thrills of Ihc sport are enough 
to satisfy the average fan. 

Actually there isn't as much to 
"inside basketball" as Mr. John Q. 
Public imagines. If he would only 
take a little time to learn a few 
essentiak, basketball would bring 
him much more excitement 
Basketball Bc.ientiflo 

Contrary to the general consen- 
sus of opinion basketball Is a high- 
ly scientific pastime demanding 
speed, timing, fine conditloning.and 
trigger-like brain work. Unlike 
football, there is never a letup in 
play, except for periodic time outs. 

Although the ball and players 
are constantly moving, the Ian 
should be able to recognize the two 
essential types of defence, the man- 
to-man style and the zone. Varia- 
tions of these fundamental defences 
can easily be spotted with a little 
practise. 

\ The man-to-man system is ex- 
actly what the name implies. Every 
man on defence is assigned an op- 
ponent and sUcks to him, with 
periodic switching according to the 
play in motion. 



Zone Defence - 
In the zone defence, the defend- 
ing team functions as a unit and 
plays the ball. Each player covers 
a section of the court and follows 
the ball all over his section, re- 
gardless of the offensive cagers en- 
tering his zone of the floor. , 

Many teams like to use the pivot 
pl^y as their strongest atUcking 
formation. McGiU fans may recall 
that the recently visiting St. Law- 
rence quintet worked most of their 
plays off the pivot, when an offen* 
sive player 8tatl(>n8 himself on the 
enemy foul line with his back to the 
basket. His teammates feed him the 
ball and Mr. Plvotman either works 
the ball in and out in a series of 
swift, accurate passes or whirls in 
mid-air for a shot at the hoop. 
..Quite a bit of the game is map- 
ped right on the players' benches. 
Coaches are constantly revising and 
rearranging their strategy. If a 
defence or offence is not working 
well, spectators will see the coach 
Instruetlng a group of boys next to 
him. At the next opportunity sub- 
stitutes are inserted to change the 
tide of battle. If they hold up suc- 
cessfully, the other .teammates will 
continue along that line of play. 
Different systems and styles are 
thereby being constantly put into 
practice with successful results 
against various styles of play. 



\0f fences are based on defensive 
alignments;., If a team uses a zone 
defence, the offence will most cer- 
tainly try to crack the zone by a 
swift passing, set-shooting game, 
interchanged with play designed off 
the pivot formation. 

Redmen Crack Zone 
In their encounter with the Naval 
Trainees, the Redmen were com' 
pelled to use this style of play for 
the first time, and did so with tell 
ing results. This allowed players 
like. Davidon; Harms, Rosentzvcig, 
and Curran to display their wares 
to distinct advantage. 

The fan must remember at, 
times that basketball is a gamÂ of 
the moment One cannot expect i 
given reaction at a given time 
That is why the cage sport Is so 
fascinating. New situations, demand 
ing new strategy, arise constantly, 
making it necessary, for players and 
coaches alike to change their , plans 
at a moment's notice. 

If irfr. Spectator will remember a 
few of the above outlined funda- 
mentals, his basketball game will 
prove of much more interest and 
enjoyment to him In the future. A 
hundred million Americans - and 
Canadians cannot be wrong. It 
the continent's national pastime, 
learn Its finer points, thereby add 
ing to your court thrills and under- 
standing of the sport

Dr. C. P. Martin and 
Rev. Gerald Cragg Are 
Distinguished Guests 

Satlutom, Satk.— (CUP)— DUcus- 
thm- of 'religious (opiu reached a 
^new peak this week on the campus 
of the University of Saskachcwan. 
where, aided by two distinguished 
lecturers from McGlU University, 
Rev. Gerald Cragg and Dr. C. P. 
Martin, studenU of all ëenomlna- 
tions discussed the common prob- 
lems of religion. 

Two kinds of meetings arc being 
held— mass meetings and informal 
dUcusslons. Ai the first mass meet- 
ing on Tuesday, .Convocation Hall 
held a capacity crowd. Rev. Gerald 
Cragg, introduced by President J. 
S. Thomson of the University, out- 
lined the religious positions of the 
piajority of people. Ho declared 
that "a belief in God answers more 
of the questions on qiore of the 
issue more of the time than any 
other principle for living." 

At the mass meeUng Tuesday 
night. Dr. C. P. Martin, MA.. M.B., 
Sc.D,- said. "The opinion of science 
on religion, is completely Irrele- 
vant. I believe Uiat science is U»c 
study of physical facts and In that 
realm alone it Is supreme— «cicnce 
cannot ansu'er religious questions." 

"Religion," he said, "is a thing of 
the mind and the mind is beyond 
science, and therefore science's 
ansu'cr ■ to religious problems is 
of no value whateoever." ' 
.'"We do not gain bur religious 
beliefs by the sweat of our brow," 
continued Dr. Martin. "Religious 
truth is something which is given 
to us, a far greater riches than a 
solely material life can offer." 

He said that a scientist who 
spends all his time . studying the 
material .things, in life naturally 
loses the ability to see the non 
material. He losses aU sensitivity 
to the .spiritual, to he declares him 
self an atheist. "I do not believe 
atheism or agnosUcism is a reason- 
. able creed," was Dr. Martin's final 
statement. . : '
